The Zhcanov naval shipyard is onthe northern side of the 
harbor canal, east of the naval base of LEPAYA (20°55'iH/ 
/56°S7'u), Latvian SSR, 


2, Installations: 


Ihe shipyard covers an area of about 2,000 x 1,200 feet. 
Some of the installations existed in 1880. On 1 way le4a, 
the name Tosmare was changed to Zhdanov. ‘the old buildings 
were stone structures. The old boat construction shed was 
destroyed durins the var and has not been reconstructed. 
The shipyard has railroad sidings. “he newly constructed 
power plant was not in operation because the running of the 
machines made too strong vibrations. kor plant layout see 
Annex.
